Officers  seized  the  preacher, 
James  Ireland,  while  he  was 
pronouncing  the  benediction  at 
an  outdoor  Baptist  meeting  last 
November  and  charged  him 
with  conducting  worship  ser¬ 
vices  without  authority  from 
the  state  ehurch  of  Virginia.
